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> RETAIL *PRICES AND WORLD 


Wall Street and Lombard Street. By Francis W. 


HE well-known author of this book is

acute analysis of its causes and con- 
sequences, The dominant feature of the 
work as a whole is robust common-sense; 
there is a complete avoidance of the mathe- 
matical formule that are so dear to writers 
on monetary subjects. 


The. magnitude’ of the Wall street 
‘‘ slump ’’ may be measured by the fact 
that, in a single year, the losses of 
gamblefs in the United States who har 
bought “for the -rise’” “amounted te 
£6,000,000,000. Doubtless, fortunes of 
equivalent amount had been made during 
the appreciation of 1927-1929, but these 
mostly had been squandered, thus con- 
tributing to the false prosperity of those 
frenzied years. The prolonged period of 
speculative buying had been made possible 
by the misuse of credit, provided directly 
or indirectly by the banks, and this in its 
turn was the natural consequence of 
American. war debt policy, drawing. gold 
from Europe beyond the capacity of legiti- 
mate cammerce and industry to absorb-in 
the fotm of proportionally expanded credit 
facilities. 

When the collapse began in October, 
1929, and balances, shipped from Europe 
to profit by the high “‘ call rate for loans.’ 
began to return, Mr. Keynes:is said to have 
prophesied that commodity prices would 
recover with the restoration of the gold 
reserves of the Central Banks of Europe to 
a satisfactory level. Experience has proved 
the contrary, and the wholesale prices .of 
many important materials now stand at a 
virtually pre-War level. Unlike Mr. 
Keynes, who. in his “ Treatise on Monev,”’ 
almost ignores everything except monetary 
phenomena, Mr. Hirst argues that. until 
the fall in wholesale prices reaches the 
consumer and leads to increased consump- 
tion, no general recovery of trade and 
enterprise can, be anticipated. Cheap 
money alone notoriously has failed to 
conquer the present chronic trade depres- 
sion. 

The post-war widening of the spread 
between retail and producers’ prices, 
especially farmers’ prices, is a permanent 
underlying cause of business depression 
and unemployment ; for retail price policy 
governs the rate of consumption, and, con- 
sequently, the rate at.which primary pro- 
duction is economicall¥ desirable, and. in 
the long run, feasible. Any excess in the 
flow of primary goods into the channels of 
distribution, in the end, must cause the 
reservoirs of primary production to bank 


up and overflow. The monetary aspect af 
this phenomenon is a depression of 
primary prices out of all proportion to

retail prices, and the economic consequence 
is a depletion of the purchasing power of 
the agricultural community which renders 
it incapable of absorbing the current out- 
put of manufactured | goods at current 
prices. Hence comes unemployment. 
Messrs. Warren and Pearson, in their 
statistical publication, ‘‘ Inter-Relation- 
ships of Supply and Price,” have pointed 
out that the costs of distributing farm pro- 
ducts in the U.S.A. have materially in- 
creased since the War, with the result that 
the farmer now gets a much smaller pro- 
portion of the consumer’s dollar. More- 
over, the total cash value of a large output 
is frequently less to him than when the 
output is smaller, though the cash ex- 
pended by the consumer on its purchase 
remains much the same. Probably the 
underlying disequilibrium between agricul- 


ture and industry was the ultimate cause. 
not only of the Wall street slump, but of 
the speculative ramp that preceded it. If | 
the purchasing power of the agricultural 
community had been maintained at a 
higher level, business and industry would 
have been more inclined to concentrate on 
the supply of its wants, and would have 
been Icss tempted to diversify itself by the 
elaboration of the exchange of services 
between non-agriculturalists. The too 
common tendency of modern civilisation to 
create new wants for the purpose of satis- 
fying thein adds nothing to the general 
economic welfare, and is definitely in- 
jurious when it is made possible only by 
the exploitation of primary producers.} 
When it develops into a speculative rete] 
it brings its own nemesis which, un-; 
fortunately, merges the innocent with the)’ 
guilty in disastrous consequences of world- 
wide extent. Like Napoleon’s army, thej 
economic system must continue to march! 
on its stomach. 

The fundamental cause of the presen 
world depression is not monetary policy, 
but the sterilising effect on all productive; 
activity of anti-social retail price policies. 
Apropos of retail traders it has been said: 

‘“ When they have the option of acquiring 
moderate gains they choose to seek after such 
insatiably. Hence it is that all matters apper- 
taining .to retail trade, commerce and inn- 
keeping are in disrepute, and included amom7 
base and shameful actions, . . . What pro- 
tection against this plague can be found In fa 
right-thinking city? Firstly, the class of 
shopkeepers employed must be as small as 
possible . In so far as the pursuits of 
retail trade are allowed to remain, because 
they appear to be highly essential in the State. 
the guardians of the law must come togetlaer 
with those who are experienced in every class 
of retail trade, and see what takings, coupked 
with necessary expenditure, ensure a mode- 
rate profit for the trader. It may be that. in 
this way retail trade will benefit everyone.”

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The Physiology of Beauty.

HIS book is a collection of essays by 
an author who admits right neither 
to the name physiologist nor to that of 
artist. His has been an amateurish 
attempt, ‘‘to piece together the scraps of 
information that, often only by chance, 
we may pick up from both camps—from 
all camps indeed—and find a sort of 
mutual relevance and co-ordinated signi- 
ficance in them.” His purpose is to call 
attention to the need of such co-ordination. 
In his seemingly weak position, perhaps, 
lies his strength ; for he has not set out to 
arrive at final conclusions like the tradi- 
tional philosophers, but he has contributed 
instead genuine speculative originality, 
with the suggestive premonition of a new 
humanism which draws its inspiration 
from the adventure of scientific dis- 
covery. His method of examination is 
from a standpoint analogous to the new 
mechanistic, or ‘‘ publicist,’’ view, pre- 
sented in Professor Hogben’s “ Nature of 
Living Matter.’’ 

As Professor Hogben has pointed out 
in his introduction, the immediate useful- 
ness of the book lies in the fact that the 
speculations suggest problems ro Ad to 
experimental inquiry.

The} essayist 
travelled in Central and Eastern Europe 
in the summer of 1914, and he reprints an 
article from an American journal],; in which 
he visualises the coming calamity as 
springing from events in the new storm- 
centre of Eastern Europe. 

Mr. Namier’s chief interest isÍ in mant- 
festations of mass consciousness,, of which 
the skyscrapers of his first essigy are the 
American symbol.

| HE Countess of Lathom, the author of 

a a newly published life of Claude 
Monet, mentions in a preface that few 
works in English have been written about 
this famous painter—a statement which is 
barne out by a meagre list of such writings 
given in an appendix. Some very excel! nt 
translations from the French, however, 
have filled this gap. Nevertheless, there 
is‘ample room for this new volume. In the 
hundred odd pages, in which the story of 
Monet and the little group responsible for 
the birth of Impressionism is told, strong 
views are expressed on the subject of the 
treatment of art by the State. ‘* The State 
patronage of art, lofty as it sounds, means 
im practice that the regulation of art lies 
with a body of officials, or quasi-officials, 
and, therefore, that success must go to the 
tactful, prudent, industrious, unoriginal 
and accommodating ; in fact, to the bores,

It would seem that those who had power 
to help Monet were against him from the 
first. 

Born in Paris on 14th November, 1840, 
the same day as Auguste Rodin, who was 
to be his future friend, he spent his child- 
hood and youth in Le Havre. It is curious 
to think that this famous painter of sun 
and water first gave evidence of his ability 
through the medium of caricature. At 
the age of fifteen, probably, he was making 
more money by the sale of his caricatures 
than at some other periods when he was 
turning out work which since has enriched 
more than one dealer. No hardship 
suffered by Monet or his group has been 
glossed over in this well-written and very 
thorough history. 

The twenty-four full-page plates have 
been chosen admirably. A list of public 
galleries where Monet’s pictures can be 
seen adds greatly to the value of the book.

JISCOUNT CHARLEMONT, Minister 
V of Education, who 1s, himself, both 
an artist and a musician, opened this 
week the’spring exhibition of sketches 
and paintings sent in by members of the 
Ulster Academy of Arts. There are 130 
works on view in the Society's’ studio in 
Belfast, the more important pictures being 
those of Mr. Frank McKelvey, .R.H.A. ; 


Mr. Humbert Craig, Mr. W. J. Bradley, 


Mr. W. St. J. Glenn, Miss M. Steele, 
and Miss O. Henry. 


The collection is of special interest, as, 


it contains specimens by many members 
who do not figure in the more imposing 
annual exhibition in the Art Gallery at 
Stranmillis, and one is, therefore, better 
able to judge of the work of the Society 
as a whole. Progress has been made both 
in technique and ideal. : 

Lord Charlemont had pleasant things 
to say about the display. He also referred 
to the drawings of school children in 
Ulster, stating that he was often struck 
by their excellence when he visited the 
schools. This is a branch of art which 
has made satisfactory progress—I have 
already pointed out—and the Minister of 
Education thinks that it would be a 
welcome innovation if exhibitfons were 
held in every town in the province, much 
on the same lines as the musical com- 
petitions. 


AGRICULTURAL SHOW PROGRESS. 


The Royal Ulster Agricultural Society 
is doing much to realise its ambition of 
being second in importance only to its 
formidable, but friendly. rival at Balls- 
bridge. A year ago it was stated to be 
the fourth in the list of the world’s 
greatest agricultural organisations, and 
the determination was then expressed of 
climbing higher up the steps of fame. 
Within the past twelve months the 
membership of the society has been more 
than doubled, and the annual show, 
which is to be held next week at Balmoral, 
promises to surpass all previous fixtures 
in extent, quality and attraction. 

The number of the exhibits vas 
been substantially increased, and there 
will be an imposing display of farming 
implements and machinery in motion— 
always a fascinating feature of the Show. 


Moreover, there is to be an extra day, of | 


a popular nature, when all kinds of amuse 
ments will be provided, and a speciality 
will be the appearance of a crack cavalry 
team from England, who will give jumping 
displays on every day of the Show. 

Music will also provide an attraction, 
as there will be performances by massed 
military bands. The Show will open on 
Wednesday next and close on the follow- 
ing Saturday night, and, granted favour- 
able weather, the attendance should exceed 
all past . records,

TEMPERANCE REFORMS. 


The temperance reformers in the Six 
Counties are in no way discouraged by the 
reply of Sir Dawson Bates to the charges 
made against the Government relative to 
the administration of the licensing laws. 
The Minister of Home Affairs quoted 
figures to show that there had been a 
notable decrease in the consumption of 
alcoholic liquors within recent years, but 
a counter-blast from the temperance camp 
declares that “ the whole aim in Ulster 
seems to be to keep down the statistics of 
offences, thus enabling them (the authori- 
ties) to keep up the farce that Ulster is a 
paradise, and that all is well.” 


A new plan of campaiga is now being put 
forward. Even amongst the reformers 
there is a difference of opinion regarding 
prohibition, which in some quarters is con- 
sidered to be impracticable, but there is 
unanimity so far as local option is con- 
cerned. It is recognised, however, that to 
have one district in a city “drw ” and 
another ' wet ” would be very little use. 
as it might only mean increased trade for 
the “ wet ” areas. The suggestion is, 
therefore, to divide the province into eight 
divisions. to be made up of areas repre- 
senting the two county boroughs of Belfast 
and Londonderry and the six different 
counties. To bring this about, fresh 
legislation would be required, and the 
Government has already said that it will 


not engage upon any far-reaching temper- 
ance measures, rat 


HOUSES AND- RENTS. 


The reference in, this column to the 
increase in build#y-activity;in the Stor- 
mont and Dundonald districts, and the 
probable soaring of rents and land values, 
was quoted in the Northern House of 
Commons this week, ind the question of 
rents going up while salaries are going 
down is attracting a gog/ deal of attention. 

There are many hundreds of dwellings 
vacant in “Belfast, and the reason is 
obvious. Houses with a valuation between 
£26 and £52 were decontrolled by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, thereby getting 
out of step with Great Britain, “with the 
result that rents were increased, and 
numerous tenants were compelled by the 
force of economics to look for cheaper 
houses. A recent return submitted to the 
Belfast Water Commi ers by their 
officials revealed that there are over a 
thousand doméstic premises vacant in the 
city, and an equally large number of com 
mercial ratings. 

Petitions to the Government have been 
made lately from tenants of houses built 
under the various Housing Acts, asking 
that action should be taken to have their 
v high rents reduced, but the Minister 
of ama Affairs has ie it expressed the 
opáníon - that ~any empteto ' Testrct 
artificially the rent of houses built in 
recent years would tend to curtail the 
supply, and would not be in the ultimate 
interests of the tenants themselves: The 
problem of rents, the Minister thinks, 
willbe solved when the supply of hotses 


\overtakes the demand. 


HARBOUR ACTIVITY. 


The volume of business at the Belfast 
Harbour is steadily increasing, the 
monthly “records invariably showing an 
advance in the amount of tonnage entering 
the port as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. The total 
tonnage from 1st January last up-to the 
16th inst. was 1,303,681, indicating an ‘n- 
crease of 40,290 tons—a highly satisfactory 
achievement in these days of depression 
in the business world. This has been ac- 
complished largely through the vision and 
enterprise of the Board of Commissioners, 
of whom Mr. R. E. Herdman, D.L., is the 
chairman. 

The port of Belfast has been made 
attractive to shippers and traders through 
the reduction oí rates and dues, while the 
most modern equipment, is available for 
the handling of cargoes. The Commis- 
sioners are keen business men, who believe 
more in getting on with their job than in 
picturesque oratory, and in success they 
find their reward. 

A strong bond of friendship exists 
between the members of the Belfast and 
Cork Harbour Boards, and on the invita- 
tion of their Northern colleagues the 
Southern Commissioners are coming again 
to Belfast this summer. There is nothing 
political in these visits, but thev create 


pleasant relationships, and anything that | 


promotes a policy of “ hands across the 
border ’’ should be welcomed 


DIP INTO THE PAST. 


In the month of May, 1783, just one 
hundred and forty-eight years ago, the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce was estab- 
lished by a little band of merchants.* At 
that time Belfast was a small town of no 
particular importance, with a population 
of only about 13,000, the ‘‘ Sovereign ”’ of 
the district—as the chief magistrate was 
then styled—being a Mr. George Black. 

Communication with Dublin was both 


rare and precarious, and it was not until | 


five years later that the first mail coach 
left Belfast on its long journey South to 
the ancient capital of Ireland. Donegal] 
place was opened in 1785, and, no doubt, 
the Chainber of Commerce was well to the 
fore on that historic occasion. The com- 
mittee whe formed the Chamber were Mr. 
Gregg, Mr. Cunningham, Mr. Thompson, 
Mr. Ewing, Mr. John Brown, Mr. Joy and 
Mr. Bradshaw. 

The remarkable growth of the city is 
shown by these facts, and the Chamber of 
Commerce has developed with it in useful- 
ness and influence.

Mr. A. Mackey opposed the motion on the 
ground that if acted on it would wipe ont the 
Valuable Shannon eel fisheries, an industry 
Peculiar to Castleconnell, and giving employ- 
ment to sixty men.

N the coursé of complainis to the Clare 
Board of Health, two tenants gave a 
description of two remarkable labourers’ 
cottages. Michael O'Neill, tenant of a 
labourer’s cottage at Carnakella, Newmarket- 
on-Fergus, stated that he was paying the 
current rent, and had thirtecn in family, 
accommodated in six beds. The rain came 
down in every room, and on account of the 
number of beds, it was imposible to remove 
them to avoid the rain. The windows were 
in such a rotten condition that he had to 
nail them up to prevent them falling in, so 
that if there were a plague in the house he 
could not open even one window. The floor 
was so bad that it was only calculated to 
break the children’s legs. He was tired 
lastering the outer walls, and only the upper 
half of the front door remained, so that wind, 
rain, or show could coma through the open 
bottom half. He had been living in the house 
for nineteen vears, and nothing ever had 
been done with it. 

Patrick Purcell, of Ballynacally, wrote that 
his bedroom could only be described as a 
reservoir. Water oozed through the floor, 
and rain came in through the windows, so 
that when they ‘woke in the morning the bed- 
clothes were saturated. 

Mr. O'Loughlin, County Councillor, said 
that it seemed extraordinary that the cot- 
tages should have been originally let on terms 
that made the public liable for the external 
repairs. 

The Secretary said that the Board was 
liable for all external and internal repairs. 

The complaints were referred to the Board's 
engineer for immediate report.

Mr. Sterling later went to the 
offices of the Cork Harbour Commissioners, 
where he was received by the Lord Mayor 
(Councillor F. J. Daly), Mr. R. Wallace, 
Chairman of the Cork Harbour Board, and 
Mr. E. Gayer, secretary to the Commis- 
sioners. Later, at a luncheon given at the 
Victoria Hotel, Mr. Sterling met leading 
men jn the commercial life of the city. A 
visit to the Ford factory on the Marina 
followed, and here Mr. E. L. Clarke, 
manager, and Mr. Pearse, assistant manager, 
showed the party around the works. 
Subsequently, the Minister and party were 
taken on a trip down the river.

‘CRAFT CAUGHT IN 
GALE. 


From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
QUEENSTOWN, Thursday. 
BOATING accident took place in Cork 
Harbour last night, resulting in the 
death of a Whitegate (County Cork) 


boatman, John Roche (60), unmarried. 


Roche was hired yesterday morning by a 
Whitegate resident, a man named O'Dowd, 
to ferry him across*the harbour to Quéens- 
town, a distance of about thrée miles. The 


ees set out early in the day, and reached 


ueenstown without incident. Later O'Dowd, 


having completed his business transactions 


in the town, joined Roche, and the pair set 
out for home, shortly after six o'clock, At 
the time of their departure a gale, of unusual 
strength for this time of year, was blowing 
in from the south-east, the direction in 
which Whitegate is situated from Queens- 
town, They apparently drifted out into the 
channel and, caught by a strong tide then 
making in the harbour, made very little pro- 
gress towards their destination. Darkness 
wws approaching when one of the men broke 
an oar, an incident whieh rendered them 
helpless, and caused their boat to drift un- 
manageable in the harbour. For hours they 
drifted at the mercy of wind and tide, their 
plight apparently unnoticed by residents 
on the neighbouring shore’. Finally, at 
about 3.30 this morning they were washed 
ashore on a rocky beach called “ The Mall,” 
which is situated at the eastern extremity of 
Queenstown. 
LYING ON BEACH. 

Leaving Roche in charge of the boat, 
O'Dowd set out for the other end of the 
town to gain assistance from the local Civic 
Guards. Calling at the Guards’ station at 
about 4 o’clock this morning he related his 
plight and, accompanied by Sergeant Dooley 


and members of the local Civic force they 
quickly made their way to the spot 


where the boat vas washed ashore, 
only to find Rocke lying on the beach, 
partially immersed by the incoming tide 
and with his lower limbs naked. Sergeant 
Dooley and the Guards immediately removed 
the man to a point higher up the beach, 
where they applied artificial respiration for 
over half an hour. 

In the mantime Dr. J. J. O'Connor, Port 
Medical Officer of Health for Cork Harbour, 
accompanied by the Rev. Father Smyth, 
C.C., were apprised of the occurrence, an 
upon arrival Dr. O'Conor pronounced life 
extinct. The body was removed to the 


Queenstown District Infirmary. An inquest 


will be held to-morrow. 

Up to the time of writing no trace had 
been found of the boat, and it is thought 
that she drifted out of the harbour and was 
sunk by the strong waves unding over 
her.. The rudder was found lying near the 
spot where the body was found. Through. 
out, the night the gale blew with great 
imtensity, and to-day shows little sign of 
abating.

When loans are made abroad by bankers 
of some of the other great countries they 
usually insist directly, or in some indirect 
way—in so far as the proceeds of the loan 
are to be spent on machinery and 


materials—that the orders are to be given’

I 
think that in the past bankers in this 
country have usually held that such con- 
ditions were unnecessary, because, sooner 
c later, directly or indirectly, the money 
would be spent in the lending country. 
Possibly they are right. But in these very 
dificult and very special times which we 
are now facing, would they not be justified 
in taking steps to secure the more speedy 
return of the meney in the form of 
orders ?’’ 


CO-OPERATION KEY-WORD. 


‘*T would,’’ he went on, ‘‘ like the key- 
word of this evening to be ‘co-operation.’

number ot cars, but to arrange the number 
bv polling districts, as suggested, was wholly 
illogical. 

Sir Samuel Hoare deprecated any attempt 
to iimit the use of motor cars. 

On a division the amendment was rejected 
bv 236 votes to 152. 

Lhe Home Secretary moved an amendment 
to the original clause, providing that, with 
the consent of the election agent of the 
candidate. vehicles might be registered for 
use to an extent not exceeding one vehicle for 
every thousand electors in a county con- 
stituency. and one for every. two thousand in 
a borough. He shought that this would ensure 
the principles of fair play and equality, and 
should appeal to the sporting instincts of 
members ¢ pposite 

Amid protests from some of the back bench 
Labour members, the Home Secretary 
accepted an amendment moved by Sir Donald 
Macleai: to exempt from the scale provided 
in the Government proposal constituencies 
exceeding 500 square miles in area. 

The Home Secretary's amendment, as 
amended by Sir Donald Maclean's proposal, 
was carried on a division by 2335 votes to 205.

IRON. AND STEEL. 
NEED OF PROTECTION. 


———— 


The Times to-day, in a leading article, 
deals with the statement issued yesterday 
by the National Federation of tron and 
Steel Manufacturers, im: which they 
comment on the recent statement of the 
Iron and Steel Trades Confederation. 
Ministers, particularly the Prime 
Minister, observes The Times, have some- 
times sought to throw the blame for the 
decay on to the leaders of the industry 
itself, asserting that it is out of date in 
its plant, technique, methods.and organisa- 
tidti, and that it is doing nothing to help 
itself. These charges have already been 
refuted by the National Federation of 
Iron and Steel Manufacturers. They are 
now emphatically repudiated by the 
workers’ representatives, who declare that 
such sweeping generalities of condemna- 
tion are not justified by the facts, but 
may too readily be made an excuse for 


1 the failure of Parliament to recognise its 


share of responsibility. 

The statement of the Workers’ Com- 
mittee cites and commends the work done 
by the manufacturers’ organisation in 
modernising the industry, both on its 
technical and on its commercial side, 
and it quotes against the Prime 
Minister—who, it says, can hardly 
have been well served by his advisers— 
the conclusion drawn by the delegation 
of the: Economic «Advisory Council which 
visited the Continent last year and after- 
wards inspected several representative 
British works, and which reported that as 
regards efficiency and management and the 
modernity and equipment of certain units 
of plant they were equal to, and in some 
cases superior to, the iron and steel] plants 
which had been seen on the Continent. 
Where the Committee are not satisfied that 
everything is being done by the employers 
that might be done is in the matter of 
organisation. 

PROTECTING THE MARKET. 

But the success, indeed the progress, 
proceeds The Times, of any scheme of re- 
organisation, whether under the control of 
Government or of private enterprise, is, as 
the Federation \points out, only possible 
with a home market protected against un- 
fair competition. This, however, is fully 
recognised by the workers’ representatives, 
who throughout their statement admit the 
reality of the handicaps imposed on the 
British industry as compared with its’ 
foreign rivals, and emphasise the necessity 
of protecting it against those unfair and 
aggressive forms of competition, made 
possible only by the exploitation of labour 
and a degradation of healthy commerce and 
efficient industry.

BRUSSELS, Thursday. 
"Se Belgian Catholic Liberal Cabinet 
has resigned as the result of asudden 
crisis that arose in the Chamber this 
afternoon, on the question of spending 
£1.715.000 on the construction of frontier 
defence works. 

M. Jaspar, Prime Minister, had 
announced the acceptance by the Govern- 
ment of a Cathe':c amendment, reducing 
the credits asked for from 220,000,000 
Belgian franes to 175,000,000, whereupon 
M. Deveze declared, on behalf of the 
Liberals, that they would not agree to 
the amendment. This brought.to his feet 
M. Bovesse, the Liberal, who only two 
days ago, in the Cabinet re-shuffle, was 
madé Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, 
with the announcement that he would 
resign his office. 

The sitting was‘ suspended, and the 
Cabinet held a meeting at which, after 
consulting the Catholic and Liberal Party 
Jeaders, they decided to tender their 
resignation to the King. 


AN EARLIER STAGE, 


At an earlier stage in the Chamber 
debate the Socialist motion to postpone 
the Government’s frontier defence pro- 
posals was rejected by 90 votes to 77, 
with two abstentions. 

Count de Broqueville, at a meeting of 
the Right Parties, had stressed the urgent 
necessity for voting the credit asked for 
without delay. The proposed fortifications 
would take four years to construct, and 
the Minister remarked that the Govern- 
ment did not want to have a repetition 
of 1914 at any price. 

M. 'Jaspar defended his action in 
agreeing to the proposed ‘‘cut’’ in the 
vote by saying that, as the General Staff 
asked for these credits in December, and 
it was now May, he no longer needed 
more than 175,000,000 francs. 

V. Vandervelde, the Socialist leader, 
criticised the Government for indulging 
in such bargaining, and the dramatic 
action by the Liberals followed. 

The actual storm broke out when the 
Government. accepted an amendment by 
M. Poullet deleting the proposed new 
Antwerp fortifications from the scope of 
the bill. A scene of indescribable uproar 
ensued. A deputy, M. Leuridan, rose 
and addressed the Chamber. A _ violent 
altercation took place amid his supporters 
of the Frontist (Extreme Flemish) Party, 
and the Extreme Catholic Right. The 
President hammered his desk and 
threatened to suspend the sitting. Amid 
the turmoil M. Leuridan was heard to 
upbraid the Belguists (a term of reproach 
for patriotic Belgians) with wanting to 
shed the blood of Flemish youth for the 
sake of French interest 

When the President. had restored some 
degree of order, Count. De Brocqueville, 
Minister of National Defence, tried to 
speak, but his voice was drowned by cries 
of “ Enough ' from the Left. Ultimately, 
however, he succeeded in announcing that 
the Government accepted an amendment 
by M. Marck, of the Catholic Right, 
reducing the total appropriation asked for 
from £1,715,000 to £1,000,000. 

Fuel was added to the fire by M. Deveze, 
the Liberal leader, who openly accused the

INCREASE IN CAPITAL ACCOUNTS. 


— 


_ J. A. Maconchy, Hon. Secretary of 
ns Bána Committee of the Representative 
Body, made the financial. statement, 
in the course of which he said:—On the 
3lst December last the capital accounts, 
exclusive of reserves, amounted to 
£10,245,982—a net increase during the year 
of £56,063. As usual, the main increase 
will be seen to have been in parochial endow-, 
ments, no less than £33,658 in new endow. 
ments having been received. (Hear, hear.) 
Diocesan capita! funds had increased by 
£13,616, of which, however, £6,108 was 
merely transferred from commutation capital, 
which shows a corresponding decrease. 
Commutation capital now stands reduced to 
£22,479—sufficient to provide annuities 
amounting to £797 to the seven annuitants 
stil remaining of the 2,043 clergymen who 
became entitled to such annuities in 1871. 


THE DIOCESAN FUNDS. 

The main capital funds are the two 
Diocesan Funds—Stipend and General——whicn 
together amount. to £5,005,667: the back-bone 
of our whole financial system. No great 
increase is to be expected in these funds. 
The Stipend Fund is, in the main, derived 
from the original Commutation Fund, the 
capital value of the 2,043 annuities granted 
to clergymen at Disestablishment, a wasting 
fund, which has been preserved only by the 
subscriptions since paid voluntarily by our 
members. With the lapse of each such 
annuity ® proportionate amount of capital 
is released and transferred to the Stipend 
Fund. As the commutation capital now 
stands reduced to £22,479, it is obvious that 
the prospective addition to Stipend Fund 1s, 
from this source, very limited. 

Next in size and importance rank the 
Endowment Funds—Parochial and Miscel- 
laneous—in all £2,936,095. These funds, 
built up since Disestablishment by gifts and 
legacies from members of our Church, in- 
crease steadily each. yeat. There is ne 
diminution in the stream of benefactions, the 
aggregate of £33,658 received iss g San year 
] Sine larger by £6,232 than the aggre- 
gate of 1920. Possibly by the end of next 
year, and certainly very shortly, the aggre- 
gate will have risen to the £3,000,000 mark, 
a figure which but a few years ago seemed 
but a far off possibility. 


THE RESERVES. 

In addition to these ital accounts, the 
balance sheet includes four other ~ 
which bring the total up to £10,714,684, of 
which the principal is ,046—‘‘Reserves, 
a figure within £10 of the corresponding 
figure on dist December, 1929—of this 
£100,021 is to credit of investment reserve, 
the same figure as last year. But within 
this apparent stagnancy there exists consider- 
able activity and change. Early in the year 
the threatening position in Australian finances 
rendered it advisable to restrict our invest- 
ments in the Commonwealth. We conse- 
quently reduced them by 50 per cent., and, 
though the change was made before the more 
recent heavy fall in values, a substantial loss 
was incurred. 

Before the year closed, however, the 
phenomenal rise in British Government 
securities made it possible to realise a por- 
tion of our holding therein at a profit which 
enabled us not mS to make good that loss, 
but to write off £6,752 7s. 11d. from invest- 
ments from which no dividends have been 
received for some years. These latter invest- 
ments have from time to time been written 
down from the original cost of £118,438 3s. 
id. to £28,430 7s. 9d. With the further 
addition of £22,550, balance to credit of 
allocation account, the total on this, the 
debit side. of the balance sheet is raised to 
£10,737 ,234. 


THE ASSETS. 

On the other, the credit, side, the invest- 
ments, representing general funds, stand in 
our books at £9,108,332, and are of the 
market value of £8,515,308. The proportion 
of market to book value is very considerably 
higher than last year, and, were it not for tie 
low values still existing for our holdings in 
Irish Railway Debenture Stock and Australian 
Government securities, would make a far 
better showing. 

Further investments of £984,205 represent 
specific trusts, an increase of £25,681. Most 
of the new endowments are specifically in- 
vested, and the Representative Body incur 
no liability for the validity or stability of 
these investments, in respect of which they 
are ‘“‘holding’’ trustees. The “other 
assets "’ show little variation. 

A tribute is due to the promptitude- and 
efficiency with which claims for refunds of 
income tax are formulated and settled, thé 
net amount due to us by the Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue ‘being but £4,246, which 
compares very favourably with £84,000 due 
“a a in 1923, and £60,000 in 1996 (Hear, 
wear. 


INCOME AND EXPENSES. 

The revenue from general fund invest 
ments 18 £430,692, exceeding that for 1929 
by £958, while the specific trust revenue 
shows an increase of £1,189. On the other 
side, the expenses of £17,371 are £48 more 
than last year. The expenditure on the 
General Synod buildings has for some years 
past been very consi erable, and for the 
current year may be as lane. But. with 
the completion of the heating, ventilation, 
lighting, roof repairs and internal] fittings, all 
of which will have been effected before 1932, 
the abnormal expenditure rendered necessary 
by the long overdue re-equipment, should re- 
sume a more normal aspect.

By the death of Miss Nugent, the London 
Sustentation Committee is deprived of her 
invaluable services, but it is h that the 
encouraging assistance received from this 
source will not cease. Miss Nugent remem- 
bered her Church to the end, and has left to 
the Church of Ireland a considerable estate, 
subject to certain life interests. Her memory 
will long be chérished as a faithful and de- 
voted Churchwoman. 

Schedules 1 and 2 of the Allocation to Poor 
Parishes remain ufalteréd in amount, but a 
total of £320, formerly given in grants to the 
Dioceses of Cork, Cloyne and Ross, has been 
surrendered by that diocese, and will become 
available in grants to other poor and very 
poor parishes, and will be applied in assist- 
ance of assessment. 


GLEBE GRANT. 

The many changés occasioned by the opera- 
tion of the Minimum gs Act, becoming, 
however, léss each year, háve, for the reasons 
set, out in the report, rendered obsolete or 
obsolescent the existing basis, and the Repre- 
sentative Body recommend the idoption of a 
new basis—namely, the cash incomes under 
£400, as disclosed upon the latest assessment 
tables. The new didcesan proportions of the 

rant differ in some cases very materially 
rom those which it is proposed to supersede, 
but the best evidence of the inherent fairness 
of the new basis is the acceptance without 
open demur from even those dioceses which, 
under the old system, were getting what was 
obviously more than their fair share. 

The Committee of Inquiry set up by the 
Representative neo pursuant to the re. 
quest of the General Synod of 1020, sat fre- 
quéntly, was very well attended by the 
members, and made exhaustive inquiry 
from the dioceses. Assistance from 
many sources is given to poor parishes, and 
it stands to reason that the poorer the 
parish the more assistance it deserves, and 
the more it gets. As the inquiry was in- 
stituted to deal mainly with parishes whose 
means of providing assessment had 
duuinished, the Représentative Body intend 
to apply the £320 per annum referréd to 
in assistance of assessment. 


WIDOWS AND ORPHANS. 

The Representative Body, after very. care- 
ful consideration of the whole question, re- 
commend without hesitation that the resolu- 
tions authorising a much freer, and they 
consider a more equitable distribution should 
be accepted by the General Synod. The 
suggested method, which has the approval of 
thé Board, leaves much more discretion to 
the distributofs, and will facilitate the re- 
moval of afiuitinlien which could not but 
arise unde the fiat rate system. You will

recognised by a suitable presentation, and that 
a Committee be appointed to carry out the 
project.” (Applause.) Mr. Maconc 
given invaluable service to the Chu 
the last twenty-eight years. This project was 
suggested by some members of the Chu ch 
who considered ‘hat some small recogniti ' 
of Mr. Maconchy’s services was long overdue. 
Mr. Maconchy held a very important posi- 
tion in Dublin, from which he retired in 
1903. Since then he had devoted hig entire 
time, ability and energies whole-heartedly and 
ungrudgingly to the interests of the Church.

(c) Following the words of the Lambeth 
Encyclical letter of 1930, ‘‘ While the leadérs 
discuss the still unsolved problems of Church 
order, the rank and file may be brought to 
closer mutual understanding,” the formation 
for this object of local joint bodies repre- 
senting the various Churches; and that copies 
of these recommendations be sent to the 
Secretary*of each Diocesan Synod and of each 
Select Vestry. 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that he 
hoped the Synod would not pass this resolu- 
tion. Some of those anxious to unite with 
them said that they were travelling the same 
road, and that all distinctions should be 
obliterated. He thought that it was very 
important to study what their own Church 
stood for, and then they might be reason- 
able and sound messengers of unity to those 
who differed from them. He dreaded to 
amalgamate with ple who did not know 
what the other Church stood for. If they 
got people who were students of the subject 
and in a sense authorities to discuss with the 
heads of other Churches what the differences 
were and what the Churches stood for, then 
they would be doing the most hopéful thing 
at the present moment. 

What was the good of agreeing to some 
kind of unity with another Church if they 
created a schism or a fissure in their own 
ranks? They would simply be smashing 
| their own Charch in the hope of uniting 

with another. Their declaration was that 
they were a continuous body with the 
Catholic Church of all time, and their wit- 
ness absolutely clear.

DR. MacCORMACK BEATEN IN SEMI- 
FINAL AT WESTWARD HO. 


I 


OUTH has scored a brilliant triumph in 
= the Amateur Golf Championship, and 
two young Englishmen, John de Forest, 
aged 25, and Eric Martin Smith, 22, have 
passed into the final. Smith’s father played 
for England against Scotland from 1908 to 
1912, and his aunt, Mrs. Olaf Hambro, was 
prominent in ladies’ golf some years ago. 
De Forest came into prominence when he 
reached the semi-final of the boys’ champion- 
ship in 1926. From that time he took golf 
seriously, and during the past winter he spent 
several months in California playing in the 
big tournaments there. The stay in America 
obviously has improved his game. Smith 
layed for Cambridge University in 1929 and 
1930. In the semi-finals they overcame golfers 
of much championship experience, and in the 
desperate end neither wavered. The final, 
over 36 holes, to-day looks a very open affair. 
The sixth round saw the disappearance of 
Samuel Roper, who had the better of it at 
the outset with de Forest, but he did not 
take full advantage of his chances, and he 
turned but one up. De Forest took the lead 
for the first time at the thirteenth, chipped 
dead to win the fourteenth, and halved the 
remaining holes to put out Roper. 


A REMARKABLE MATCH. 

MacCormack and Tippet had a remarkable 
match. The Irishman lost the first three 
holes, and he looked like losing the fourth: 
He won it, but lost the sixth, and was three 
down at the turn. MacCormack took a new 
lease, and, hitting far against the wind and 
putting beautifully, he squared at the four- 
teenth, took the lead for the first time at the 
sixteenth, and won the match at the seven- 
teenth. 

Tulloch, after being one down at the fifth, 
played brilliant golf to beat John Morrison, 
the ex-Corinthian football player; and Martin 
Smith, all square at the turn, completely 
mastered Miller during the last nine holes. 

In the semi-final de Forest and Tulloch 
had a particularly close match. The Scot 
took the lead at the first hole, and after two 
halves de Forest squared. Tulloch went ahead 
again at the seventh, but was short at the 
eighth green, and de Forest got on terms 
again. De Forest had the lead for the first 
time at the ninth, where Tulloch was too 
strong with his approach putt. De Forest 
played a fine run 4 to the tenth green, and, 
with his opponent failing at a five-feet putt, 
he became two Y Tulloch half topped his 
approach to the eleventh, and de Forest, hol- 
ing a five-feet putt, won the hole for three 
up. Tulloch got back a hole at the twelfth, 
where his opponent took three putts, and he 
won the thirteenth, de Forest going over the 
green. 

Both were bunkered at the fourteenth, but 
de Forest holed a long putt for a half to 
retain his lead. The next three holes were 
halved, and at the last both played short 
with their seconds. Tulloch pitched to 
within eight yards of the hole, while de 
Forest was short. The latter, however, ran 
up stone dead, and with Tulloch just failing 
to get down his putt the Englishman halved 
the hole for the match, 


MacCORMACK’S DEFEAT. 

Martin Smith won by a similar margin 
from MacCormack. MacCormack topped his 
drive to the first hole into a ditch a hundred 
yards from the tee, and Smith easily won the 
ole. SlacCormack squared at the third, 
hitting two fine shots against the wind. The 
next two were halved, but at the seventh 
Smith was hunkered from his drive, and 
MacCormack led. . 

After a halved eighth, Smith holed a long 
putt to win the ninth and square. Mac- 
Cormack was 1 down again at the tenth, 
where he put his second into a: bunker, but 
the Irishman squared at the thirteenth. 
Smith got a fine 3 at the sixteenth for the 
lead again, but he was in the rushes at the 
next, and they were again level. Smith 
hit the better drive to the last hole, which 
he won in 4 to 5 for the match by one 
hole.

convinced that American golfers can 

do no wrong, whilst Britishers can do 
nothing right, received a rude set-back this 
week. Their foregone conclusion that 
America would win the Southport tourna- 
ment worked out otherwise; for Britain 
emerged with a victory decisive and com- 
plete. In the two qualifying rounds Joe 
Turnesa made a brave effort to head the list 
for the U.S.A., only to find the elderly but 
trustworthy Len Holland leading him by a 
stroke. 

The qualifying rounds were notable for 
the low scoring, and the circumstances that 
all the better-known players qualified, with 
the exception of H. C. Jolly. The latter 
would have secured a place, but for incurring 
a penalty stroke for hitting his partner's 
ball on the green,,an error he is unlikely 
to commit again. 

Tbe numerous admirers of England’s young 
hope, Henry Cotton, were on the best of 
terms with themselves on the first two days 
of the competition proper. On his first 
round of 70 Cotton was at his best, but on 
the latter part of his second round of 77 
we saw him at his worst. Cotton has always 
been temperamental to a degree, but aiter 
his American tour last year it seemed as 
if he had learned to curb his impetuosity. 
It came, therefore, as a shock to find hin 
again giving way to a display of temper 
and tossing his ball on to the railway. How- 
ever, on the following day it was the real 
Cotton who returned a 68 and: 72 for the 
remarkably low total of 287 for 72 holes. 

America had not even the consolation of 
taking second place, as Archie Comps- 
ton, who threw away the Open Champion- 
ship last year, stepped in with 289, one 
stroke in front of Horton Smith and Percy 
Alliss. 

Cotton’s victory naturally fanned the 
flames of controversy which are raging round 
the Professional Golfers’ Association’s action 
in turning him down from the Ryder Cup 
team. There is no doubt that the general 
public are in sympathy with Cotton in his 
demand that he should not be compelled 
to return with the team. It is obvious that 
the Ryder Cup players must sail as a team 
and act as a team whilst in America, but it is 
difficult to understand why it should be of 
suca great, importance that they .should re- 
turn as a team Cotton agreed to every 
other condition, but his simple request that 
he should be alice wed to remain in America, 
shenid he desire to do so, has been con- 
strued by the P.G.A. as being dictatorial, 
and it seems it must not be tolerated at 
any cost, 

Cotton may have been slightly tactless in 
the way he went about it, but who has nov 
been taetless at some period of his life? 
Most people, however, will agree that the 
P.G.A, are guilty of still greater tactlessness 
in dropping our best exponent of the game. 
Again, one wonders at the action of the 
Association in barring Percy Alliss§ and 
Aubrey Boomer simply because they are 
attached to Continental clubs. English pro- 
fessionals are poor men compared to those 
of some other countries, and with more and 
more Continental clubs clamouring for the 
best men in the profession, the day may 
well come, if this bar is persisted in, when 
our Ryder Cup team will consist of second- 
raters. The selection of George Duncan has 
also been criticised. but the criti¢ism should 
certainly not be adverse. It is true that he 
does not like the big ball (who does prefer 
it in this wind-swept country?), and it 1s 
also true that he has been playing patchy 
golf this vear. It must, however, be re- 
membered that Duncan is Duncan, and that 
he is the only Briton that has won all his 
Rvder Cup single matches. Indeed, the 
Americans would be delighted if he were 
omitted.

NEW SCHOOLS. 

No matter how many new schools were 
built, he continued, there would still be a 
number of children who would not have a 
suitable school within a reasonable distance. 
That was an important matter, and one that 
was engaging their attention. 

. One hundred and ninety-seven new schools 
had heen erected since the State took over, 184 
existing schools had been enlarged, and 
1,379 had been improved in various ways. 

As recatds the Gaeltacht, since 1922 there 
had been spent in Donegal £28,000 in build- 
ing and improving schools; in Galway, 
£27,520; Mavo, £22.450; Kerry. £8,080, and 
Cork, Waterford and Clare, £4,000. 

IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 

With regard to teaching through the 
médium of Irish, the Minister recalled that 
last year the charge was made that they 
were trying to force unduly such teaching 
in cases where the children had not sufficient 
knowledge of Irish to absorb instruction, or 
where the teacher's knowledge of Irish was 
insufficient. 
~The result of inquiries had been to con- 
vince him’ that the charge; on the whole, 
had not been founded. When the policy was 
first put inte.force it was recognised that 
damage would be done, pot merely to the 
children, but also to the language movement 
itself, if an effort was made to enforce the 
Irish language where the conditions were not 
present for its success. In fact, he thought, 
id not wish to deal with indivi- 
dual cases, that some effort could be made 
in certain cases to do a little more in using 
Irish as a school language.

Mr. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) said 
that they were spending a_ considerable 
amount of money in teaching Irish in 
primary schools, but among both teachers and 
pupils there was a feeling of resentment that 
a second language was being forced upon 
them. That to a great extent, was nullifying 
the work which the Department of Education 
hat been doing so well during the past few 
vears.. He was afraid there was no national 
incentive behind the teaching of Irish in 
the scnools. Until they had that they could 
not succeed in the teaching of Irish. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Boro’) said 
that in the old Civil Service examinations 
under the British régime a large proportion 
of young Jrishmen’ graduated from, the 
national schools. and. captured positions open 
to competition. “That was one of the best 
tributes that could be paid to the old system. 

He asked the Minister i he had any centre! 
in the administration of Countv Council and 
Cornoration scholarships, or if he would ‘n- 
troduce legislation to see that the persons 
obtaining scholarships were those for whom 
they were intended—the sons and daughters 
of ordinary working-class people.
